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Town of New Brockton’s annual audit not necessarily good

Reviewing the annual audit, ap- 
proving bills, approving new budget, 
executive session and accepting res- 
ignation were the highlights of New 
Brockton’s Town Council mecting 
Monday evening. 

The town’s auditing firm, Carpen- 
ter Bevis & Eberhart of Dothan, had 


some good news for council mem- 
bers, but they also had some bad 
news. 

The town received an unqualified 
opinion, the type, according to the 
auditors, that you would want to re- 
ceive. 

An unqualified opinion means 
that in the opinion of the auditors, 
the audit represents fairly, in all ma- 
terial respects, the financial position 


of the Town of New Brockton as of 
September 30, 1992, 

Council members were told by 
the auditors that there was some con- 
cern for the “red ink” in the general 
fund. In the general fund, there was 
a deficit of $36,000. In the auditor’s 
words, “this means that if we closed 
the doors, took everything in that 
was owed to us and tried to pay 
everything we owed we would be 


New Brockton Rescue Squad resumes operation

The New Brockton Rescue Squad 
resumed operation on Monday after 
being out of commission for almost 
two years. 

Squad members answered their 
first call Monday afternoon soon af- 
ter being licensed by the State Emer- 
gency Medical Services to resume 
operation. 

The crew responding to the medi- 
cal emergency reported that the run 
went off without any problems. 

The squad’s license was re-issued 
by EMS on December 1 after a more 
rigorous than normal inspection. 


Squad members’ credentials as well 
as equipment were checked by state 
officials before giving its approval 
for the unit to be placed in service, 

Although the licenses were issued 
on December 1, the squad was not 
placed into service until Monday. 
This was done because squad mem- 
bers held several meetings to elect 
officers, prepare a duty roster and to 
become familiar with the rescue unit 
and where all the equipment was 
stored. This was done to ensure that 
the squad was ready when the call 
for help came. They were ready! 

Due to a drop in membership and 
the availability of trained personnel 
to respond to emergency calls, the 


New Brockton Rescue Squad ceased 
operation almost two years ago. 

There had been rumors of prob- 
lems within the squad and unfound- 
ed stories of a pending lawsuit. 

According to the squad’s new 
Captain Teri Brown, the only reason 
the rescue squad ceased its operation 
was because of the shortage of quali- 
fied personnel. 

New Brockton’s Mayor Kathryn 
Holley, in announcing that the res- 
cue squad was back in operation, 
commented that there was not and 
has never been a lawsuit against the

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$36,000 short of doing that as of 
Sept. 30, 1992, 


The auditors said that this matter 
needs to be address because “it could 
hamper the town's borrowing of 
funds.” 

Things that can be done are cut 
expenses and/or raise revenue - tax- 
es, garbage fees or whatever the 
council may consider doing. It was 
also suggested by the auditors that 
the Water and Sewer Board could 
possibly pay a little more overhead, 

Auditors told council members 
that the Water and Sewer Board is 
“making progress and improving - 
getting a little bit better each year.” 

Council members were asked to 
review the audit in detail and ask 
any questions that they may have af- 
ter doing so. 

Going on to other business, the 
council approved payment of the 
month’s bills totaling $3,704.37. 

During the discussion on the bills, 
it was noted that several of the repair 
bills on the fire truck, police cars, 
etc., were a little high. The council 
voted that any “routine repairs - non- 
emergency type“ in excess of $50 
will have to have prior approval of 
the council. It was further noted that 
these repairs, if at all possible, be 
done on a bid basis by auto repair fa- 
cilities located in New Brockton.

New policy on CDLs 
begins Jan. 1, 1993 


The Alabama Department of Pub- 
lic Safety will no longer exempt 
commercial drivers from road skills 
tests beginning Jan, 1, 1993, 

The department will accept and 
process the grandfathering certifi- 
cates only through December 31, ac- 
cording to Lt. J. A. Byrd, head of the 
Commercial Driver License Unit. 

Under the new policy, all Ala- 
bama CDL applicants must take a 
road skills test along with a written 
exam, 

Grandfathering forms received af- 
ter Dec, 31 will be discarded, 

Since testing began in October 
1990, Public Safety allowed “grand- 
fathering” of applicants with two 
years experience in the type vehicle 
for which they were applying for a li- 
cense, No road skills test was re- 
quired, 

Approximately 90 percent of the 
more thar 108,000 commercial driv- 
ers licensed by Public Safety were 
grandfathered, However, virtually all 
Current applicants are new commer- 
cial drivers who do not have the ex- 
perience to qualify for licensing 
without the road skills test, 

Another change, effective January 
1, requires CDL applicants to submit 
a U.S, Department of Transportation 
Medical Form completed in its en- 
tirety, Currently applicants submit 
only the Medical Examiner's Certifi- 
cate card, while the physician retains 
the long form, 

Drivers exempted from the DOT 
medical from requirement are city, 
county, state and federal government 
employees and those who drive 
church vans or buses. 

The State Department of Educa- 
tion will continue to conduct road 
skills test for school bus drivers. If 
the applicant possesses a school bus 
certificate and is employed by the 
board of education, the road skills 
tests is not necessary at the CDL site.

The council entered into execu- 
live session to discuss a matter in- 
volving a police officer. After about 
forty-five minutes, the council re- 
convened and announced the resig- 
nation, for personal reasons, of Offi- 
cer Michael Dulkiewicz. 

Mayor Kathryn Holley stated that 
the resignation was effective as of 
2400 hours on November 30, 1992: 

Police Chief Charles Driggers 
told council members that the town 
has a problem with dogs. Just recent- 
ly, a youngster was bitten by a dog 
and in another incident, a lady was 
chased into her home by a dog. Drig- 
gers asked the council for permis- 
sion to look into the possibility of 
passing a leash law. Permission was 
granted, 

Upon the recommendation of 
Councilman Charles -Cole, the fol- 
lowing personnel additions to the po- 
lice department were made.. Officer 
Harold Laird was hired fulltime; Of- 
ficer Patrick Brooks was hired as a 
part-time police officer to work 
weekends; and Max McKenzie was 
hired as a temporary employee. 

Cole informed council members 
that Penny Wright had four individu- 
als approved through the American 
Indian Job Training Program to 
work as general aids - answer phone, 
dispatchers, etc. - in the police de- 
partment. This will be at no cost to 
the town, 


Other action taken by the council 
was as follows: 

*** Approved the moving of the 
next regular town council meeting to 
Monday, January 11, 1993. 

***Agreed to seek help for the 
Shriners from the Ft. Rucker Army 
Engineers in constructing  fair- 
grounds on the land recently pur- 
chased cast of town on U.S. Hwy. 


***Gave approval to assist the 
County Extension Service in prepar- 
ation of a brochure to be handed out 
at Alabama Welcoming Stations. 

***Granted a one-time pay in- 
crease for all city employees one 
week prior to Christmas. The in- 
crease will be $50 for full-time em- 
ployees and $25 for part-time em- 
ployees. 

***Council was informed that the 
deadline for contractors to qualify 
for the Housing Rehab list is Jan. 11, 
1992, 

***Appointed members to the 
Board of Adjustments for the town’s 
zoning commission,

ghan was in Federal Court in Mont- 
gomery Monday. 

He was there for a pre-trial hear- 
ing on a re-districting suit against 
Elba.

Vaughan said Elba districts are 
racially balanced but numerically un- 
balanced but were that way when the 
Justice Department approved them 
before the 1988 elections.

Hal Olsen, veteran missionary 
from Kenya, told of a doctor who 
had come to the field to use his skills 
to relieve suffering and pain, On one 
occasion he performed a delicate op- 
eration and saved a woman's life, As 
the patient recovered, she didn't ex- 
press even one word of appreciation, 
and the doctor was hurt.

Although 
numerous prophecies set the stage 
for His birth, and angels proclaimed 
its fulfillment, the nation of Israel as 
a whole was unaware of the monu- 
mental event taking place in their 
midst. And some 30 years later when 
Christ declared Himself to be the 
promised Messiah and Saviour, the 
Jewish leaders called for his cruci- 
fixion. Never in human history had 
there been such blatant ingratitude. 
This same ingratitude is still with us 
today, 

If you are a follower of Christ, 
you should not be surprised if the 
service we render to others in Jesus’ 
name is unappreciated or even 
spurned, Remember what Jesus 
said? "The disciple is not above his 
teacher, nor a servant above his mas- 
ter" (Matthew 10:24), Certainly it's 
encouraging to know that our efforts 
are being gratefully received, But 


even when there is no “thank you" 
we can still rejoice. We have the 
Lord's approval, and that's what mat- 
ters most. 

Let us not be forgetful this Christ- 
mas season to say "thank you" to our 
Lord for His coming to this earth to 
be our Lord and Saviour, And may 


we not be so busy that we forget to 
Say "thank you" for the greatest gift 
we could have ever received - eter- 
nal life through Jesus Christ.

The Elba Tigers said a fond farewell to Miller Memorial Stadium Friday 
night and did so with class as they whipped the Ashville Bulldogs 21-14, to 
win the final high school football game ever played in the 52-year-old stadi- 
um. A big pre-game celebration took place honoring all the players, coach- 
es and cheerleaders that had ever played on the field, and the spirit line 
prior to the game stretched from goalline to goalline. The ex-players and 
current players shook hands and gave high-fives before the game, and then 
the 1992 Tigers closed the stadium in style with the win. It was a fitting 
farewell to a field that was considered one of the toughest places in the state 
for opposing teams to win. 

The farewell was sentimental, but at the same time it was exciting, be- 
cause now the Tigers know that from this day forward they will be playing 
at a new home - Tiger Stadium, which will be one of the loveliest fields in 
the state in any class. With the class showed by the athletes at Elba High, 
there can be no doubt that before long the new stadium will also be one 
feared far and wide! 


The Elba Tigers were filled with guarded optimism when the season 
started, and coming off a 5-5 campaign in 1991, there was little reason to 
expect the Tigers were on the brink of anything special. Well, the Tigers 
just kept working and improving as the season went along, and after Friday 
night's 21-14 semifinal win over Ashville are in the "Big Show" and one 
win away from a state championship. 

Elba had struggled against solid opponents, and against injuries in the 
opening three games of the playoffs, but managed to survive with a rock- 
hard defense and an offense that refused to dic. Against Ashville, many felt 
like the Tigers would be in over their heads against the high-powered Bull- 
dog offense, However, the Tigers’ walking wounded all played in the semi- 
final contest, and joined with the rest of the Tigers to defeat a very good 
football team. There is no doubt that these Tigers earned their spot in the 
state championship game! 

The offense moved the ball from the start against Ashville, but made 
some mistakes that slowed drives and in the first half didn't get to play all 
that much because of the success of the Ashville offensive unit. In the sec- 
ond half, the offense began to put the ball in the air to loosen up the de- 
fense, and the plan worked like a charm as the Tigers marched up and down 
the field and scored two touchdowns to pull out the win. Keith Grantham 
had a good night passing as he hit on four of six passes for 61 yards, includ- 
ing some passes that threaded the needle through Ashville defenders. Joe 
Donaldson and Josh Caldwell both caught the ball well, as they have all 
season long, and the running back trio of Teddy Burks, Greg Thigpen and 
Jamie Brockton all ran hard for all four quarters, often dragging Ashville 
defenders with them, The offensive line had its hands full, but simply kept 
on working and butting heads with its opponents, and once again opened 
the holes that led to big gains. The offense was operating with one arm tied 
behind its back in games two and three, but Friday night the Tigers came 
out firing and it was a welcome sight for everyone in attendance. 

The defense really had its hands full with the high-powered Ashville of- 
fensive attack, but made some big plays all across the field and in the sec- 
ond half began to dominate the line of scrimmage. Bryce Phillips was like a 
man possessed at times as he chased down the Ashville quarterback and 
knocked down the Bulldog runners, while Bo Boyd was an immovable ob- 
ject at tackle, and Julius Peterson had two big sacks early that set the tone 
for the defense. Jamie Brockton and Phillip Compton may be the most un- 
sung of the Tigers defensive standouts, but both had solid games again Fri- 
day night and made plays that helped stop Ashville drives. The secondary 
played deep to prevent getting burned and didn't knock down that many 
passes; however, several times the backs made big tackles that prevented 
long touchdown plays, just like planned. 

Last week Josh Caldwell was carried off the sidelines on a stretcher after 
being injured late in the game while kicking the game-winning extra-point, 
and during the week he missed practice soaking his ankle in ice water, in an 
attempt to get the swelling down, He had a brace on his ankle Friday night, 
but played almost the entire game and made a big interception that prevent- 
ed an Ashville touchdown, and made a circus catch that led to an Elba 
touchdown, Josh Caldwell enjoys playing football as much as anyone in the 
world and Friday night showed that he will ignore pain to help his team- 
mates. Great job, Josh! 

The win Friday night was a big win for Elba, not just because it put the 
Tigers in the state championship game, but because it showed that the Ti- 
gers simply refuse to lose. The Tigers had more than enough excuses to 
lose, but never let the injuries and distractions bother them, and once again 
showed what pride and determination can do. This team is special, and 
you've got to believe it isn't through yet.

Elba Tigers to battle Lamar County 
for Class 3A state championship 


We're baa-ack! 

Back in 1989, the Lamar County 
Bulldogs were rolling toward a state 
football championship with what 
was being called the school’s "best 
team ever.” The Elba Tigers paid a 
visit to the Bulldogs and posted a 
14-10 win that ended the Bulldogs 
season and sparked the Tigers to the 
State tile, 

Fast forward to 1992..,.the Lamar 
County Bulldogs are undefeated, and 
once again the Bulldogs and their 
fans are calling the team the school's 
"best team ever" and are already 
looking at state championship rings. 
Friday night Lamar County will host 
the Class 3A state championship 
game; however, the opponent will 
once again be the Elba Tigers, and if 
it's true that history has a way of re- 
peating itself, the Tigers could just 
spoil the big Bulldog party planned 
for after the game. 

"Lamar County had an outstand- 
ing football team the last time we 
played'em," stated Elba's Coach 
Mack Wood, “and they've got an 
outstanding team again this year. If 
we can go up there and beat Lamar 
County on its home field in the state 
championship game, there will be 
absolutely no doubt that we deserve 
to be state champions." 

Lamar County, coached by Ken- 
neth McKinney, is one of only three 
undefeated teams left in the state and 
will bring a perfect 13-0 record into 
the clash. 

The Bulldogs defeated Hamilton 
27-14, Pickens County 45-12, New 
Hope, Ms. 54-13, Aliceville 34-8, 


Fayette County 3-0, South Lamar 
38-0, Parrish 20-19, Demopolis 14-7 
and Sulligent 20-6 in the regular sea- 
son, then in the playoffs never 
skipped a beat as they defeated 
Winston County 34-7, Oneonta 30-0, 
Aliceville 13-0 and Central, of Flor- 
ence, 26-18. 

“Lamar County has got an explo- 
sive offense that can strike from any- 
where on the field and a hard-hitting 
defense that swarms to the football," 
said Coach Wood, "They have a tru- 
ly outstanding team on both sides of 
the football and will be playing at 
home in front of what will be an ex- 
cited crowd of supporters. They are 
already a mighty good football team, 
and by the time we kickoff Friday 
night they'll be even more excited 
and fired up. You can bet that Lamar 
County will be more than ready Fri- 
day night and that we'll have to play 
our best to bring the state champion- 
ship back home to Elba." 

"On offense," said Wood, "they 
have excellent speed in the backfield 
and a quarterback that is comfortable 
both running and passing, They like 
to hit inside using their fullback and 
the strength of their offensive line, 
then try and spring their speedy 
backs outside. They can run the 
sweep and option well, and really 
test the defense with their balanced 
offensive style. When they go to the 
air they are usually successful, and 
they have the tools with their quar- 
terback and receivers. Defensively, 
they are one of the most aggressive 
teams we've faced this season, They 
have real good size up front, line-

backers that are quick and strong and 
some really quality defensive backs. 
The defense gives up yardage grudg- 
ingly and makes you pay for every 
single yard you get." 

"If we're going to win the football 
game we'll have to be prepared to 
play and keep our heads screwed on 
light in spite of the long trip and im- 
portance of the game," added Wood. 
"It will be a long road trip for us and 
we'll be playing in a hostile environ- 
ment, so, the players will have to 
stay focused and keep their sights on 
the task in front of them," 

"On offense we'll have to be bal- 
anced and be successful both run- 
ning and passing," said Coach 
Wood. "We have to run the football 
to win, that is obvious, but we'll also 
have to throw the football to keep 
their defense honest and be able to 
move the ball consistently. Our line 
has been the key all season long and 
this week it will once again face a 
stern challenge. The line will have to 
block well on every single play, the 
backs will have to run hard and pro- 
tect the ball when they get hit, and 
we'll have to get points on the score- 
board when we get close," 

"Our defense played well again 
last week and this week will have to 
step it up a notch and play its best on 
every single play and try to control 
the line of scrimmage," Wood stated. 
"Lamar County will be very physical 
and try fo intimidate us, but the de- 
fense will have to keep playing like’ 
it has in the playoffs and give the of- 
fense a chance to put points on the 
board, We'll have to be physical in 
the line, get strong play from the 
ends and be alert against both the 
run and the pass in the secondary. 
The defense will be tested and we'll 
just have to be ready and get after 
them on every play.” 

"Two champions meet in a cham- 
pionship game and that is what we'll 
have Friday night up in Lamar 
County," Coach Wood declared. 
"They are undefeated and playing at 
home, while we have overcome inju- 
rics and distractions to survive early 
and make it to the big show. Both of 
these teams deserve to be where they 
are and the team that plays the best 
Friday night will get the rings. We'll 
have to be well prepared, play hard 
and give it one-hundred percent, and 
then some, on every play. It will be a 
championship game in every sense 
of the word." 

When asked about the 21-14 sem- 
ifinal win over Ashville, Coach 
Wood said "It was one of the hard- 
est, but sweetest wins we've ever 
had, Ashville had a tremendous team 
and a huge crowd supporting them, 
and we had a team that was dedicat- 
ed to winning and moving on in the 
playoffs, Our crowd was big, and 
loud, and all the former players were 
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back for the final game in the stadi- 
um. It was a playoff atmosphere and 
one of those games that you like to 
play in. It was a big, big win, and the 
plavers deserve credit for the way 
they battled until the end and earned 
the victory.” 

"Our offense moved the football 
pretty well throughout the game," 
Wood added. "We made some mis- 
takes that stopped us a couple of 
times and their defense gave us some 
problems at times, but in the second 
half we were able to move the ball in 
the air and that opened up the run- 
ning game. In the second half we 
played very good on offense and 
scored two touchdowns. Keith 
Grantham had a big night throwing 
and hit some key passes, while Josh 
Caldwell made a couple of real big 
plays, as did Joe Donaldson, Teddy 
Burks, Jamie Brockton and Greg 
Thigpen all ran hard, and having 
Greg back enabled Teddy to get a 
breather and be fresh late in the 
game. His fresh legs showed on the 
long touchdown run, and it was cer- 
tainly good to have Greg back in the 
backfield.

The of- 
fense was able to do some things Fri- 
day night we hadn't been able to do 
ina while, and maybe it will give the 
offense some momentum this week 
going into the championship game." 


"The defense gave up some yard- 
age to the pass,’ Wood said, "but 
never once backed off and never 
ave up the big play that could have 
et them score an easy one, They had 
some big plays, but our backs al- 
ways ran'em down and it kept them 
from scoring on more than one occa- 
sion, We played real physical up 
front and got pressure on the quarter- 
back, and got five sacks that 
slowed'em down. The secondary 
played deep to sana the big play, 
and even though we gave up some 
yardage, we didn't let them have 
anything cheap and did a good job. 
Bryce Phillips had a big night in the 
line from both noseguard and tackle, 
while our linebackers and defensive 
backs played the run well and made 
big plays. It was another winning 
performance by the defense." 

"These players have as much 
pride about Elba Tiger football as 
any team I've coached," stated 
Wood, "and it showed Friday night. 
They simply refused to lose and 
wanted it more than the guys they 
were playing against. This team 
went 8-0 on their home field this 
season and went out with a bang Fri- 
day night in front of the alumni, It 
was a big win by one of our best 
teams ever," 
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December 4, 1992 marked the fi- 
nal Elba High School football game 
in Millet Memorial Stadium. 

The Elba Tigers won that first 
game in 1940 and they ended the 52 
year season in typical fashion with 
another win, 

That first game was played on 
September 25 or 26, 1940 against 
Abbeville. The Elba team won 45-0, 
Coach of that team was “Big Jim” 
Radford, from Hartford. 

Mack Wood has coached the Ti- 
ers for the Rae 16 years. He recent- 
y coached his 200th career win in 
Miller Memorial Stadium on No- 
vember 27 of this year. 

The last game was played against 
Ashville and was the semi-finals of 
the Class 3A state championship 
playoffs, 

The 1940 team ended the season 
7-2, with the only losses being to 
Troy and Enterprise. 

The 1992 season is not over, with 
the championship game scheduled 
for Friday night, December 11, in 
Vernon, AL, but the current Tigers 
have a 12-1 record. Their only loss 
was to 4A T. R. Miller, of Brewton, 
by a heartbreaking score of 21-20. 

The first touchdown scored on 
what was then “Tiger Stadium” was 
scored by Willard “Shorty” Martin, 
It was scored on the levee end of the 
field, 
_ Martin could only remember that 
it Was a running play for short yard- 
™ age, “It was probably either 52 right 

or left,” said Martin, He continued, 
“We used that play a lot on short 
yardage. The lineman kicked the end 
out and the ball carrier went between 
the tackle and end.” 

Martin also scored the first touch- 
down on the other end of the field. It 

_ was also during the high scoring 
hi Abbeville game. 
nih The playing field wasn’t up to the 
Standards it is today. John Glen Lee 
remembers the stumps had been re- 
moved, but the soil hadn’t settled, 
This caused the playing field to be 
very unlevel and softer in some plac- 
es, 

Others remember the playing 
field was leveled and extra dirt 
hauled in during a weekend, As 
“Many as six pieces of heavy equip- 
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ment were “borrowed” that weekend 
from a construction project in the 
area to do the earth moving. 

Elba had only been playing foot- 
ball since 1936, having dropped the 
sport in 1929, due to the depression. 

at 1936 team scored three touch- 
downs and won three games. 

Until the construction of Tiger 
Stadium, football was played behind 
what was later the Junior High part 
of the high school building. The flat 
area was not as large as necessary 
and therefore one corner of the end 
zone was up on the levee. Under 
these conditions, a tall receiver had a 
great advantage a short defender, 
Defending halfbacks were rotated to 
keep the taller defender “on the lev- 
ec 


The ballficld was finished on 
Thursday afternoon before the Fri- 
day night game. The lights were in- 
stalled but not turned on until game 
time. The lights were too much for 
the transformer and fuses were 
blown every time they were turned 
on, 

Electricians were called back and 
the solution was a rewiring of the 
system. 

Ultimately half the lights were 
unhooked and connected to an addi- 
tional transformer. This one was tak- 
en down at Dorsey Trailers and used 
for the ball game. 

The problems caused by the lights 
delayed the start of the game until 
about 9:30 p.m. There were only 
four small lights on each pole, and 
things were “‘a little bit dark” accord- 
ing to players from that day, but they 
did play the game ... and won. 

Players and football fans from 
1940 remember there was a deep ra- 
vine or ditch in what is now the 
parking lot. A person walked across 
a wooden bridge to get to the ball 
field. 

A few brave young souls tried to 
jump the ditch on their bicycles, 
This usually failed and only tore up 
the bikes. 

According to Martin, the real dif- 
ference in football today and football 
of 1940 is the officiating. 

The saying, “home field advan- 
tage” was coined during those days. 
The game officials were always lo- 
cal folks. Sometimes they came 
straight from the peanut picker in 
their overalls to. officiate a ball

game, Games were seldem officiated 
exactly by the rules, 

Mr. Martin remembers one game 
in which the Elba team scored three 
touchdowns, but was defeated 7-0 
due to that “homecooking.” 

Players could legally participate 
until they were 21 years old during 
the 1940 era. Even then, some team 
members were unable to complete 
the whole season due to being over- 
age. 

The late Jack Smart played that 
first game in Tiger Stadium, but 
didn’t play the whole season because, 
he reached his 21st birthday. 

Members of the first team to play 
in Tiger Stadium included the fol- 
lowing 23 players: The starting line- 
up was John Glen Lee and Jack Pre- 
scott at guard; Paul Rowe Brunson at 
center; Joe English and Jack Smart 
at tackle; Wallace Adkinson and 
Waylon DuBose at the ends; Cecil 
Parker at fullback, Jim Boswell and 
Shorty Martin at halfback and Har- 
old Hudson at quarterback. 

Other key players included Mace 
Cook and Harold Wise at halfback; 
Bill Maddox at fullback; Walter 
Martin Jr. at quarterback; Jack Light- 
en at end; Clinton Moore and Lamar 
Vaughan at guard; Jace Smart, Roy 
King and Steven Ham at tackle; Joe 
Brooks and William Scarbrough at 
center, 

The name of the stadium was 
changed in the 1960's to honor the 
late Leroy Miller for his leadership 
in raising money to upgrade the seat- 
ing in the facility.

The Elba Tigers gave a proud, old 
stadium a fitting going away present 
Friday night as they dumped the 
Ashville Bulldogs 21-14, in the sem- 
ifinal round of the state Class 3A 
football playoffs, 

The win improved Elba's record 
to 12-1 and moved the Tigers into 
the state championship game for the 
fourth time in the past cight years, 
while Ashville ended its season with 
a 12-2 mark. 

The two teams swapped punts to 
open the game; however, the high- 
powered Ashville offense got on 
track on its second possession and 
drove to a first down at the Elba 21- 
yardline behind the running of John 
Perry and Scott Countryman. 

The Bulldogs appeared to have 
taken an carly lead on a 16-yard 
touchdown run, but the score was 
nullified by a clipping penalty, and 
-on fourth down the Bulldogs were 
turned away empty-handed when the 
Tigers’ Bryce Phillips blocked a 37- 
yard field-goal attempt by Jeremy 
Jones. 

Elba began its ensuing possession 
at its own 28-yardline and marched 
72 yards in 9 plays to get on the 
scoreboard! 

An off-sides penalty against Ash- 
ville on fourth down and four gave 
the Tigers a first down early in the 
drive, while the workhorse of the

drive was Greg Thigpen, who gained 
38 yards on only two carries and 
moved the Tigers to the Bulldog 17 
on a 31-yard scamper. 

Jamie Brockton got the touch- 
down on a 5-yard run and Detrick 
Kyles booted the extra-point to give 
Elba a 7-0 lead with 10:11 remaining 
in the second quarter, 

Ashville's offense was ready to 
get back on the field and once again 
began a march toward the Elba goal, 
only to once again be turned back. 

The Bulldogs drove to a first 
down at the Elba 25-yardline, this 
time on the arm of quarterback Jere- 
my Touart, only to be knocked back 
on a big hit by Bryce Phillips on a 
second down play and then by a 
quarterback sack by Julius Peterson 
on third down, 

Jeremy Jones attempted a 52-yard 
ficld-goal on fourth and 19, but the 
kick sailed wide right and the Tigers 
had dodged another bullet fired by 
the Ashville offensive unit, 

The Bulldogs got the ball right 
back on an Elba punt and this time 
moved 44 yards in only three plays 
to catch the Tigers at 7-7. 

Quarterback Jeremy Touart hit on 
three straight passes during the quick 
scoring drive, with the touchdown 
coming on a 14-yard toss to Jeremy 
Jones. Jones added the extra-point 
and with 1:10 left in the first half the 
score was knotted at 7-7. 

The Elba offense failed ‘to get

The amount of 
money was increased from $2,000 to 
$3,000 annually. 

Council member John W. Sharp- 
less made a motion recognizing the 
achievement of the Elba football 
team, cheerleaders and band. the 
council voted to prepare a resolution 
commending them, They asked the 
mayor to personally present this res- 
olution, 

The council meeting had moved 

along smoothly until the very end 
when Mr, Jinright asked some 
touchy questions he said had come 
from the people in his district. 
, A request he made last month for 
4 cash flow balance was repeated be- 
cause it was not available for council 
members as promised, 

The cost of living raise for city 
employees was his next question, 
Jinright said employees were asking 
him why they hadn't gotten the raise 


approved in the budget. It was noted 
additional money had been added for 
salaries, but no action has yet been 
taken authorizing any raises. 

Jinright then said the administra- 
tion has been in office for two 
months, has hired six people and 
transferred three, He estimates this 
has cost $50,000. He then added in 
the cost of Mr. Clark, the assistant 
mayor (operations officer) and esti- 
mated it was costing an additional 
$100,000 a year in salaries alone, 

“Things in Elba are in a mess,” 
Jinright said. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood then an- 
nounced he had visited the Alabama 
Attorney General today (Monday) 
and he had recommended the city 
get a declaratory judgement trom a 
Judge on just who can hire and fire, 
etc. Haywood later explained he had 
met and talked with a Mr, Soloman 
in the Attorney General’s office. 

Jinright referred to a manual pub- 
lished by the Alabama League of 


Municipalitics and said the guide- 
lines were in that book. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
added it was his hope the personnel 
committee appointed by the mayor 
could resolve these problems. 

Council member Gladys Yelver- 
ton added, “We can solve our own 
problems.” 

Jinright added, “We need to stop 
wasting time and money. "What lit- 
tle money we have is fast disappear- 
ing.” 

The statement by Mrs. Yelverton 
and the balance of her remarks 
seemed to calm the waters, tempers 
seemed to cool and the matter was 
dropped. 

Mr. George Windham asked the 
council to consider some kind of or- 
dinance which would help contre’ 
cats. He said a neighbor of his has 
25 or 35 cats and they cause prob- 
lems at his house. No action was tak- 
en, but he was assured the matter 
would be looked into.
